London, Jan. 10.— During the de- 
bate on the address, the Marquis of 
Salisbury turned his attention to the 
arbitration treaty concluded between 
Great Britain and the United States, 
and said: " I cannot speak as freely na 
I desire on the arbitration treaty, be- 
cause it has not been ratilied. I do 
not, however, think tliere is in3ed to ex- 
pend much ell'ort in conviiiying Lord 
Kimberly on that subject. He probably 
recogiiizes, as heartily as heartily as 
anybody concerned, the aJvantnges 
such a treaty luay confer, and 1 
am bound to say tluit I am 
picking up the thread that fell 
from hie liand about two years sif^o. I 
can only obsorvo that you must not 
think wo are indulging in milleniiil an- 
ticipations if we liope that something 
will bo done by the treaty of arbitration 
to diminish the risk of war. I do not 
say it will restrain a Xanoleon or a Bis- 
marck. But diplomacy is full of an in- 
finite mimbur ot small diU'urencos wliicli 
are caught by the people and press of 
both countries, and if they are written 
upon, exaggerated and enlarged, they 
tend to diminish the friendship between 
them anil give birth to feelings of alien- 
ptiun and resentment. 

" The power of going immediately to a 
tribunal to settles these things will pre- 
vent a process so injurious to the good- 
will of nations, and especially between 
two nations who understand eacli other 
unfortunately so well, that if we are not 
friends we slioiild be enemies. But there 
is still a great advantage in the existence 
of tlie arbitration system and that 
arises from the prevalence of popular 
institutions in most countries in the 
world, where tlicre are ministers wlio 
govern and metnhers of parliament and 
otliers wlio criticize tliem, and this body 
generally contains one class of wiiom I 
desire to speak, with all respect. They 
are popularly known as jingoes, they are 
very patriotic and their warmth of pa- 
triotism sometimes clouds their appre- 
ciation of details, 

" They exist in all countries, and we 
shall always find that one of the princi-

- ministers is now-fo furnish an 
account of the matter which is su£Sci- 
ently soothing to this very excitable por- 
tion of his critics. It is my belief tliat a 
well working arbitration system will 
prove an irivahiable bulwark to defend a 
minister from such criticism. It would 
be impossible to accuse him 
of trilling with tlie honor of the 
country, or suriendering a substantial 
advantage if he could say that he had 
submitted the matter to an impartial 
tribunal and unfortunately the decision 
had been against him. It is impossible 
but to feel tliat the mini.sters couid 
negotiate with a freer liand and more 
determination if they were abscliitely 
secure from the danger of such interfer- 
ence. I do not say this with reference 
to onr country, because here, less than 
elsewhere is a ministers hands forced 
by such criticism." 

Lord .Salisbury then dwelt upon the 
increasing military burdens of the coun- 
tries of the world, and the consequent 
danger that the nations would rush into 
war. He concluded by -saying, " I do 
not say that an arbitration system will 
end lliis, l)nt it is our duty to make an 
oll'orl to devise eome system wliich will 
in some ilegreu lie a Hul)Ptitute lor this 
ruinous neccEsily, and wliich \\ill apply 
tl) [inblic law that remedy which was 
applied to private wars centuries ago. 

■' 1 believe that the measure we have 
taken will he principally of value in this 
and will lead the other measures of the 
same kind, and we or those who come 
after us, will have the advantage of see- 
ing the necessity of vast armaments 
gradually disappearing before the growth 
of that which we coffiu, within the 
bounds of our own nation, to con- 
sider a necessity ot civilized life, 
namely, the substitution of judicial 
ilecisions for the dread arbitrament of 
tlie sword. I hope this effort, small as 
it is, will 1)0 sni'ces.sf III , and that those 
who come after tis will have the happi- 
ness of carrying .siinilar cflbrts to an 
eiiually successful conclusion in future 
days."

LoNDO.N, Jan. 10.— A Constantinople 
desi)atch to the Daily Mail says that the 
Sultan firm! J' resists European control of 
the Turkish finances or administration. 
Tl- is despatch also sfiys that Russia is 
secretly treating to obtain the use of a 
port on the Black sea. 

:V Berlin despatch to the Times says 
that in the Unterhaus yesterday the 
ministers' replies indicated that the gov- 
ernment had decided not to dissolve the 
free jiroduce associations, but rather to 
endeavor to arrive at a compromise with 
them. 

Tlie CJhronicle announces this morn- 
ng that there is reason to believe that 
the U.S. Behring Sea Commission's re- 
I)ort will tirge the prohibition of pelagic 
sealing. The Chronicle advises the U.,S. 
under these circumstances to compen- 
sate Canadians for the loss of the indus- 
try. 

The Times commenting editorially this 
morning upon the fears expressed by a 
correspondent in the United States that 
the general arbitration treaty will per- 
haps not be ratiOed by the senate, finds 
it diflicult to believe that the treaty will 
be rejected after having found the ap- 
proval of the executives of both coun- 
tries. "England, however," it con- 
tinues, " has done her part, and no 
blame will fall on our shoulders if it 
lapses." 

A Times dispatch from Teheran, Per- 
sia, says that an earthquake occurred on 
the island of Kishm in the Persian Gulf 
on January 11, attended by enormous 
loss of life. Ivishm is ne.xt to the en- 
trance of the Persian Gulf and is the 
largest island in that body of water, 
being 'surrounded by many smaller 
islands. Its length is seventy miles and 
its average breadth twelve miles. The 
population ir estimated at five thon sand, 
chiefly Arabs. The island belongs to 
the Imaum of Muscat. 

i\Ir. Hamming, treasurer of Lincoln's 
Inn, gave a dinner party to the benchers 
last night, the guests at which included 
Mr, Bayard, U.S. ambassador, and Hon.

Senator 
Fdward O. Wolcott, of Colorado, wit- 
nessed the C'pening of parliament from 
the strangers gallery in the House of 
Commons. INIr. and Mrs. Bayard will 
spend Sunday at Sandringham as the 
guests of the Prince and Princess of 
Wales. 

Jviota occurred in Bolivia to-day grow- 
ing out of the municipal elections, in 
the course of which the windows of ex- 
Prieat Baptiste's house at Suer© were 
smashed with stones thrown by the 
mob. 

Election riots occurred to-day in the 
streets of Cerro Pasco, Lima, Peru, in 
the course of which several persons were 

injured. 

A dispatch to the Times from Monte- 
video, Uruguay, reports that the situ- 
ation there is critical. The lending 
))ai)ers, the ili8i)atch saye, openly de- 
iiianil that the tiovernnicnt shall res'gn 
or shall radicallj' retorin its polit^y and 
annul the recent fraudulent elections. 
The government de'ies public opinion 
ami persists in making obno^Mous ap- 
pointments. 

Fritz Spahr, the American violinist, 
committed suicide yesterday evening by 
taking poison, it is supposed after a 
course of dissipation. lie left the sum 
of l,10i) marks for his wife, who is in 
America.

EXTENSIVE MINING FAILUKE. 

The Public Accounts— Hudson Bay Expedi- 
tion— Tempernnce at 
the Capital. 

OiTAWA, .Tan. 19. — Particulars of one 
of the largest mining failures which has 
ever occurred in this section of the Do- 
minion have just been obtained. W. 
H. Walker has judicially abandoned hia 
graphite mines for the benefit of hia 
creditors. The total claims so far against 
the estate are .$176,420. Mr. Walker, 
who was recognized as an able lawyer 
when years ago he was senior partner in 
the firm of \Valker & McLean, practic- 
ally dropped his law business to go into 
mining, and the .$172,000 of creditors' 
claims referred to above does not indi- 
cate half the money he or his associates 
lost. Mr. Walker's epepialty war- graph- 
ite. He never really tackled anything 
else and he handled that all pretty much 
in one spot, in Ottawa county, a few 
miles from Buckingham. 

The first venture was the Dominion of 
Canada Plumbago Company, in which 
were a number of Ottawa men, which 
built a mill at Mr. Walker's graphite 
mine, and was reported own both mine 
and mill when it failed. But Mr. Walker 
emerged from the wreck with the mine 
still on his hands. Another comjifiuy 
was formed, chiefly with English capital. 
It is said itilJ.OOO were put in by this 
concern. The company's money, which- 
ever it was, also disappeared, but 
Mr. Walker still seemed to have 
control of the mines. Latterly, Mr. 
Hammond, of Toronto, has been Mr. 
Walker's chief backer, and he is out 
.'1^73,000, for it is not thought the estate 
will realize much. Mr. Walker's ability 
and energy were shown by the remark- 
able light he made to get paying 
graphite, and the present failure seema 
to be the complete surrender of a finan- 
cier wiio might have been a big star had 
he jiitclied upon a richer field of oper- 
ation. 

The public accounts for the Dominion 
for the financial year ending January .'JO 
last were distributed to-day. The re- 
ceipts on account of the consolidated 
fund were ifo(j,(U.S|.j'JO ami the exi)endi- 
tures if3(),!)G!),5-ll , leaving a delicit of 
if350,i)5l. There was a total expenditure 
on capital account of$s, 716, 184, with .$08,- 
(1()7 paid to the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way. The subsidies to railways were 
.$884, 715. Tlie net debt was increaseddur- 
ing the year by $5,422,505 and amounted 
on J une 80 to $258,497,438. The average 
rate of interest on the gross debt waa 
;!.:.';( per cent, against 3.20 per cent, the 
year previous, while the net rate was 
2.S pur cent, against 2.S7 per cent, in 
KSiil-i),'). The circulation of dominion 
notes waa about $21,000,000, an increase 
of over half a million in the year. The 
amount at the crt'dit of depositors in tlio 
savings banks during the year was $40,- 
7SIJ:, 018— an increase of over two mil- 
lions. 

It is likely that a Newfoundland vessel 
will he engaged lor the Hudson Bay ex- 
Iiedition, A Baltic 'steamer was sug- 
gested but the Newfoundland ofl'er waa 
thought to be the best. The matter ia 
now before the sub-committee.

HBB IN PETERBOIiO. 

Flour Mill and Elevator Destroyed— Loss 
About $70,000. 

PfiTERBono, Jan. 19.— (Special)— Fire 
broke out abont ten o'clock to-night 
in the newly-equipped flour mill and 
elevator of the Consolidated Milling Co., 
situated on the Dickson railway. The 
best ell'orts of the firemen were of no 
avail, and the mill, elevator and con- 
tents and a large four-story vacant 
frame building were completely destroy- 
ed. The loss will amount to between 
$()0,000 and $70,000, with insurance of 
about ^55,000.

rorraal Oiieiiiiig of the Session- 
Time Honored Search of 
the Vaults. 



Speech From the Throne— Some of 
the Measures to Be 
Introdnced. 



London, Jan. 10.— The third session 
of the fourteenth, parliament was for- 
mally opened by royal commission at 
two o'clogk this afternoon. Early in the 
morsiiig a strong detachment of police 
moved down Whitehall and stationed 
tliomselveB at the various entrances 
leading to the house of parliament. A 
large crowd already filled the space be 
tween Westminster bridge and the Ab 
bey, and hung in groups about the stone 
railing surrounding both housea, seri" 
ously impeding street traffic. Shortly 
after 9 o'clock a body of the Yeoman 
Guard, commonly known as the 
"Beef Eaters," attired in their quaint 
costume of bonnet, leather brcecliea 
and Elizabethan collars, carrying 
short swords and halberds, arrived at 
thecloorof the house, accompanied by 
the police inspector. Tlieir mission was 
the customary visit of insi)ection-.-a cus- 
tom which has obtained since the fam- 
ous gunpowder plot — o[ the vault of the 
House of Lords. Then by a private 
Btaircase ttje detachment entered the 
House of Commons, where a careful 
search was made. Th« "Beef Eaters " 
then moved across Whitehall street to 
the noted wine housrf, which has been in 
existence over three centuries. At the 
time of the gunpowder plot its then pro- 
prietor, an ardent loyalist, assisted in 
the search which the alarmed otliciala, 
wlien warned by Lord Monteagle, insti- 
tuted, and then invited tnem to assem- 
ble in his shop and " Quair a cup of 
■wine" in recognition of their labor, and 
this custom has been constantly repeat- 
ed by his successors since 1C05. 

Meantime preparations for the re- 
assembling of niembbrs had begun. 
Eiirly in the House of Commons tbere 
was a rush of members to secure desir- 
aOle seats. In the English parliament 
it is only necessary for a member to per- 
sonally place his hat upon any covered 
seal to secure its retention. In conse- 
quunce some members arrived as early 
as a.m. For the next few hoars a 
Bieuilv stream of commoners filed in, 
and the police without were busOy em- 
ployed inspecting the caba which 
brought them within the enclosure. Be- 
tween 11 and 12 o'clock the arrivals 
were much more numerous than during 
the preceding hours, and the house it- 
self, lobbies and corridors, were filled 
wi;h grou])3 of members and their con- 
Btliuenta' The scene presented was one 
of great animation. Many members 
took tlieir places on the cross benches 
and were soon engaged in earnest con- 
vt^rsation. John Dillon took his usual 
seat on the third bench below the gang- 
way. Shortly before 2 o'clock tlie 
Speaker catne in and was cordially 
greeted by his numerous friends. Pray- 
ers were then read, and at the termina- 
tion Mr. Gully took the chair. Many 
members filed past the table to shake 
bands with him. 

W. Johnstone, member for South Bel- 
fast, was the first to secure his seat. At 
2 o'clock there was a mighty clanging of 
electric bells. Simultaneously another 
batch of policemen appeared and formed 
the crowd in the lobbies so that a pas- 
sageway twenty feet wide was left clear 
between the two houses. The Black Rod 
was coming to summon the Gommoas to 
the reading of the Ciueen's speech. 
There was the usual scene In the House 
of Lords. It is the custom to select the 
youngest peers at each session to second 
and move the address in the House of 
Lords. This gives them usually an op- 
portunity of making their maiden 
Hjiecches. 

The Ciueen's speech reads: 

My Lords and Gentlemen : My rela- 
tions with all other powers continue to 
bo of a friendly character. 

The appalling massacres which have 
taken place at Constantinople and other 
parts of the Ottoman dominions have 
ealled for special attention of the powers, 
who are signatories of the treaty of 
Paris. I'apers will be laid before you 
showing considerations which induced 
the po. vers to make the present condi- 
tioa:j of the Ottonjan empire subject to 
special consultation with the represeta- 
tivos at Constantinople. Conferences 
which the six ambassadors have been in- 
structed to liold, are still proceeding. 

The action undertaken by His High- 
ness the Khedive of I-gypt against the 
Khalifa, with my approval and assist- 
ance, has so far been entirely success- 
ful. His forces, supported by my ofli- 
eers and troops, re-won the province of 
Dongola to civilization by oi)erations 
conducted with remarkable skill, and 
tiie way has been opened for a further 
advance whenever such a step is judged 
desirable. 

My government has discussed with 
the United States, acting as a friend of 
Venezuela, terms, whereunder the pend- 
ing questions of the disputed frontier 
between that rejiublic and my colony of 
British Guiana may be eciiiitably sub- 
mitted to arbitration and an arrange- 
ment has been arrived at with that gov- 
ernment wiiich will, I trust, efl'ect the 
adjustment of the existing controversies 
without exposing to risk the interests of 
any of the colonies whoso established 
rights are in the disputed territory. 

With much gratification I have con- 
cluded a treaty for general arbitration 
with the President of the United States 
wliereby, I trust, all diU'erencea which 
may arise between us will be peacefully 
adjusted. I hope this arrangement may 
liavo further value, commending to other 
powers tlie consideration of the principle 
whereby the danger of war will be con- 
Bidcrablv abated. 

The (iueon's speech then refers to tlie 
reliollion in South Africa and the ap- 
pointment of a commission to nuiuire 
into the sugar industv m the West In- 
dies, and continues : "With much re- 
gret and feelings of deepest sympathy, I 
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No adulteration. Never cakps. 



have heard, that owing to the failure of 
autumn rains and scarcity, famine af- 
fects a large portion of my dominion in 
India." .Vfter referring to the measures 
taken to mitigate the suflering from the 
famine and making reference to the bu- 
bonic plague at Bombay, the speech 
says: " I have directed my government 
to take stringent measures to eradicate 
it." 

Gentlemen of the House of Commons : 
The estimates for the year will be laid 
before you. While I am desirous of 
guarding against undue expenditure, I 
have felt the present condition of the 
world will not permit you to depart from 
the spirit of prudent foresight wherein 
you have in recent years provided for 
the defence of my empire. 

The speech concludes by referring to 
the proposed bills for the relief of volun- 
tary schools, the employers liability bill, 
for adding to the efficiency of the mili- 
tary defences, to establish an Irish board 
of agriculture, and various commercial 
bills, including the exclusion of goods 
manufactured in foreign prisons, and 
a bill to establish reformatories for in- 
ebriates. 

In the House of Lords there were only 
a few persons present at the opening. 
There was a good attendance in the 
House of Commons. After the readinc 
of the speech from the throne, both 
houses suspended business until 9 p.m. 

On the resumption of business in the 
House of Commons, Rt. Hon. A. J. Bal- 
four, first lord of the treasury apd gov- 
ernment leader, and Sir AVilliam Ver- 
non Harcourt, opposition leader, were 
loudly cheered as they entered the house. 
The Queen's speech was read at -1:15, 
Mr. John Dillon, chairman of the Irish 
parliamentary party, keeping his hat on 
the wliole time, all the others present 
being uncovered. 

Viscount Folkestone, member for 
South Wiltshire, in moving the address 
in reply to the speech from the throne, 
said that he was sure that the whole 
country would congratulate the govern- 
ment and the United States government 
on the very felicitous ending of the 
Venezuelan negotiations, adding that 
the country might have reason in the 
future to be proud of the steps taken in 
the direction of international peace by 
the treaty of arbitration. 

Hon. Alfred Lyttleton, who seconded 
the address, congratulated the Marquis 
of Salisbury on the arbitration treaties. 

Sir William Harcourt said he thought 
the reference in the Queen's speech to 
the relations between Great Britain and 
the United States was the most im- 
portant and satisfactory point of the 
speech, adding: "Friendship between 
the two countries must always be the 
first cardinal principle of linglish 
policy." Continuing, the Liberal 
leader commended the treaty of arbi 
tration as a good example to the rest of 
the world, and expressed the opinion 
that " it might do something to relievo 
us of the senseless armament which 
oppresses the world." 

When business was resumed in the 
House of Lords, the Marquis of Bath 
moved the address in reply to the 
(iueen's speech. In so doing, he referred 
in glowing terms to the sixtieth anni- 
versary of the reign of Queen Victoria 
and to the arbitration treaty with the 
United States, which he classed as being 
one of the greatest and most illustrious 
attainments of Her Majesty's reign. 

Lord Kenj^on seconded the address 
and made a similar reference to arbitra- 
tion'treaties. He added that the Vene- 
zuelan dispute was in a fair way to set- 
tlement. 

The Earl of Kimberley, the Liberal 
leader in the House of Lords, congratu- 
lated the Marquis of Salisbury on the ar- 
bitration treaty with tiie United States, 
saying that it cannot fail to have great 
effect throughout the world. 

Touching upon the Eastern question, 
the Premier said the powers were doing 
their utmost to bring about remedies 
by which the Sultan's empire might be 
saved. They had geuuraiiy agreed, he 
added, that if the massacres continued 
pressure would have to be applied, and 
it was bis own conviction chat unless 
some very essential reforms were adopt- 
ed the doom of the Turkish empire could 
not be much longer postponed. The 
powers had agreed that the i)resent con- 
dition of things must be changed. But, 
he added, they also feel deeply what a 
terriblecalamity a European war would be. 
Continuing, the Premier remarked that 
one of the objects of the occupation of 
Dongola was because it is on the high 
road to Kliartoum. Referring to the 
arbitration treaty, the Marquis of Salis- 
bury said it was not claimed that it 
would avoid the possibility of war; but 
it would render less probable the war- 
like ruiiiors^ which tend to create an ex- 
cited feeling between the nations. The 
Premier, however, explained that its 
principal value is that it is said likely to 
lead to other measures of the same kind. 

The British Liberal pejis have unani, 
nioualy elected the lOarl of Klmberly- 
];<.te minister of foreign ad'air, linider of 
tlie Liberal party in the House of Lords, 
in jilace of Lord Rosebery, resigned. The 
Earl of Klmberly was born in l.S'Jii and 
lias hold many important ollices. 

The Irish Parliamentary parly has re- 
elected Mr. .Tohu i^illon chairman. Mr. 
Timothy M. Healy protested against the 
re-election of Mr. Dillon by a unanimous 
vote and insisted that a vote be taken 
on the subject. This was done and the 
result was the defeat of the Healyites. 

EXTENSIVE SWINDLE. 

Swiss Mercbants Fleeced to the Extent of 
Over a Quarter of a AUIlion Francs. 

Xi;w York, Jan. 19. — Two men, who 
are believed to be Emil and Jacob Bloom, 
brothers and architects, who have until 
recently done business in Switzerland, 
are detained on Ellis Island, on the be- 
lief that they perpetrated a big swindle 
in the Swiss Republic, by which tlioy 
netted 250,000 francs. The brothers are 
said to havg carried on an extensive bus- 
iness as architects there and recently 
failed, falsifying their books to such an 
extent that their creditors were swindled 
out of the amount mentioned.

TO AID U. S. SHIPPim. 

Conference of Vessel Owners and Bnilders 
With Members of the United 
States Senate. 

Wasiiin(i TON, Jan. 1S>. — A number of 
senators tofjether witli several repre- 
sentative shipbuilders and owners of 
steanishiji lines met in the senate com- 
mittee on commerce yesterday, and had a 
conference as to the beat method of im- 
proving the American merchant marine. 
Tliore were present: Senators Frye, 
Perkins, l.,0(l^,'e and Klkins, and Messrp. 
(jriscom, .'-^ewell, Kniitli, Clark, Cramp 
and Hyde, and several otliers interested 
in shippiufr. 

The planii in the Republican national 
l)latforrii callini; for discriiiiinatiiij; du- 
ties was tlio liasis of the discussion. 
Some of those present favore{l it, while 
others were opposed, stating; tliat it 
minlit tend to divert the carrying trade 
Mexico and Canada to the detriment of 
American ports and American siiips. 
There was a general interchange of views 
and the opinion was expressed tliat a 
bounty in the way of mail subsidies or 
on tonnage, such as ia given by foreign 
countries would be better than discrim- 
inating duties. 

One gentleman expressed the opinion 
that .$."), 000,000 a year distributed among 
the American lines would build ttonQ 
up equal to the English lines. The aen- 
ators filially said that tho shipowners 
and builders should first apree among 
tlieniselves, and they were asked to pre- 
pare what they tliought was a suitable 
measure which tliey tliought would not 
conflict with existing treaties anil send 
it to congress.

PROGEESS IN KOOTENAY. 

Three Smelters RnaoiOB Night and Day— 
The Deniand Constantly Increasing, 

W. S. Norman of BoBsland, in an in- 

terviewin the Montreal Gazette, said: 

" There are at present in this district 
no less than 25,000 people, and its min- 
eral output last year exceeded ^4, 000, 000, 
and should go beyond $;7,000,000 in 1897. 
There are in that distriet to-day 2,000 
miners at work and between forty and 
fifty properties shipping ore. This dis- 
trict may be descrihted aa embracing 
twenty-five miles on each side of the 
Columbia river, extending from Hevel- 
stoke to the international boundai-y line. 
There are tlueo smelters running night 
and day, handling theproductof lliedia- 
trict, their daily capacity being from (iOO 
to SOO tons, but all of them are now put- 
ting in additional machinery i bo as to 
be able to meet the greatly increased de- 
mand.

VANCOUVER. 

VaKcodver, Jan. 19.— The Vancouver 
burglary scare is at an end. Oreigbton, 
alias Rice, " Texas," etc., the notorious 

leader and some of hia gang have been 
arrested through the efforts of the well 
known thief catcher, Detective Hay- 
wood. Cloth goods stolen from B, L. 
Martin, Laconner, Wash., valued at$.SOO 
were brought over the line from Seattle 
by the gang who stored them in a room 
over a butolier's shop on Hastings street. 
Hayffpod traced the gQoda and thus got 
evidence against the men. LascelleB, 
Williams and another whose name is un- 
known, and the notorious Greigbton are 
now in jail. The rest of the gang bave 
been chased to Westminster and from 
there across the line. The police and 
detectives have done good work in break- 
ing up the gang of the moat vicious 
criminals which ever visited the pro- 
vince. The arrest of Creigb^an bids fair 
to prove one of the most important ever 
made by the local police.

Still another rich strike has been 
made on the Golden Eagle mine on the 
second tunnel, at five feet. The ore is 
very rich in free gold. 

Men are at work on a tunnel on the 
Queen to crosscut the mother lead. 
When this is done the mine will begin 
shipping ore. 

Still further favorable news comes 
from 'the Big Bend country, The ore 
from the Orphan Boy is continuing very 
rich, and the company bave deciiled to 
delay no longer in placing a mill on the 
ground Mr. J. W. Haskins leaves for 
San Francisco at once to arrange for the. 
erection of the mill. 

Another shipment has been made 
from the Phillips Arm Quartz Mining 
Co.'s mine. The company reports that 
the vein is increasing in width, and the 
last assays show more value in precious 
metal than the previous ones. 

The stock market in Vancouver is con- 
siderably stiller all around owing to the 
favorable reports from two or three of 
the most prominent mines, which al- 
ways allect the limited local market 
here. Golden Cache ia growing very 
firm and there are few shares for sale. 
Athabasca, the popular stock in West- 
minster, has also made a rapid advance 
and to a greater or lesser degree carried 
the other stocks in the market with it, 
those that were dropping off at least be- 
ing prevented from slumpingi Twenty- 
five nett was yesterday refused for Ath- 
abasca.

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THE FAVORING TIDE. 

The Toronto Globe, speakiug of the 
husiaesB* situation in Canada, says there 
18 " a feeling of optimism and confidence 
ii broad in the financial and commercial 

■world," and it believes tlie reason of this 
is to be found cbielly in the discovery of 
<,':ct('n8ive deposits of tlie piecio'js metals 
ia Western Ontario and Britisli Cohuu- 
>jia. The Toronto paper expects the 
year 18i)7 to be a red letter one in the 
, history of Canada. \Ve think it will 
pro.-e to be so, not so much on account 
or" what will be accomplished this year, 
?)ut because lSi)7 will witness the pro- 
nouncad beginningof a tide of prosperity 
•which will in the very near future as- 
Bumo enormous magnitude. There is 
something of the irony of fate in the fact 
that the people of the eastern provinces 
who protested against the admission of 
Britisli Columbia into the Confederation 
aa an assumption of a burden too griev- 
ous to be borne, should now be forced to 
admit that the future of Canada dopor.ua 
to a great decree upon the exploitation 
of the wealth of the Pacific province. 

It ia clear that British Columbia has 
come to a turning point. Plenceforward 
• its path may bo one of progress. Her 
people may look forward to an era of 
j)ro3perity whiuli will far surpass any- 
thing that the past years of her history 
have witnessed and will be far more per- 
manent because it will be based, not 
upon speculation, but upon the solid 
foundation of industrial activity. As 
3-et the ;)apers of the eastern piovinces 
!','.'-V'j had !:tt.l^ to say of anything except 
'\Vontern Kootenay, but full of promise 
as that district is, all that can be fairly 
claimed of it in comparison with otlier 
parts of the province is that its develop- 
ment ii? more advanced. There is better 
reason to expect groat mineral develop- 
ment in Vancouver, Texada and other 
islands than lliere was to look for it in 
the Trail district three years ago. Car- 
iboo, Oinineca, Cassiar and tho Yukon 
will yet be known all the world over. 
Lillooet, the Big Bend and Yale will 
contribute their quota to the wealth of 
our province and the greatness of Can- 
ada. 

,'^ince the (levelopn:''nt of Jlritish Co- 
lumbia means so much for tlie whole of 
Canada, it ia to lie hoped that tlie t:ov- 
crnment and i)arliainent of the Dominion 
will recognize that what they may be 
asked to do to advance it must I)e con- 
sidered in the broadest possible sense as 
for the advantage of the whole country. 
W'e are told that the governmont wish to 
. promote immigration, that tlie\' desire to 
see the fertile lauds of the territories oc- 
cupied with settlers, that they hope to 
create home markets for the products of 
our farms and factories. Tiiere is one 
way in which this can be done. Nature 
lias with bountiful hand filled tho 
mountains of British Columbia with 
the precious metals to an extent 
that is without parallel. Open these 
vast mineralized areas by railways and 
the influx of people will be enormous. 
They will come from Europe and from 
the United States, while thousands of 
Canadians, who would otherwise be 
torccd to seek employment in foreign 
Linda, will swell tlie incoming host. In- 
Htead of two or three mining camps at- 
tracting the attention of the civilized 
world by their remarkable growth, we 
•will have more than a score. In every 
direction over the vast area of the i)rov- 
ince there will bo consumers of products 
r.ii8od on the jn-airios of the interior oi 
made in the factories of the Kast. To 
the oft-asked question : How shall Cana- 
da be given the strongest and most last- 
ing impetus in the direction of progress? 
Wo answer: Develop British Columbia. 



Fortunately for this province, at least we 
hope it will prove so, the ministers aud 
the ministerial press Iiave taken such n 
position that they are estopped from 
denying this. We haVe no desire to.in- 
sinuate "that they ■will be disposed to do 
so. Our object ia to show how strong a 
case this province can make out for lib- 
eral treatment at the hands of parlia- 
ment. Twenty years ago the Kast was 
taught by a high authority to think of 
British Columbia as "a sea of . moun- 
tains," but it ia upon this full sea that 
the bark of Canadian prosperity is now 
aQoat. Let the current be taken when 
it serves. 



ON TO KHARTOUM. 

The work of the Anglo-Egyptian ex- 
pedition into the Soudan is hardly com- 
pleted as yet. A despatch from Home 
announces that the dervishes are mass- 
ing for an attack upon the Italian po&t 
at Agordat. It was ostensibly to relieve 
the Italians that the expedition was 
undertaken in the first instance, the 
position assumed by the British govern- 
ment being that if the dervishes were 
permitted to annihilate the remnant of 
the Italian army that escaped from the 
Abyssinians, the whole of the Soudan 
would be in an uproar, and the safety of 
Upper I'-gypt be endangered. Hence the 
I'^gyptian army, with a British contiu- 
tingent, was sent up the Nile, with 
gratifying success. Those who have 
taken the trouble to inform themselves 
as to the conditions existing in the 
,Soudan will not require to be 
told that the capture of Doii- 
gola is far from allbrding a 
solntioiK.if the ditliculties resulting from 
the Mahdist uprising. There is one 
way, and apparently only one way, of 
bringing about lasting peace in the Up- 
per Nile valley, and that is by tho com- 
plete overthrow of the power of tho 
Arabs and the extermination of the 
slave trade. To do this, the Anglo- 
I'l^yptiau forces must go at least as far 
as Khartoum, and perhaps it may bo ne- 
cessary to destroy as well as capture Oui- 
durman, the capital of the Soudan. 
This city was built by El Mahdi, after 
he had razed IChartoura, in order to de- 
monstrate how completely he had sub- 
jugated the vast region which once ac- 
knowledged tlie rule of the Khedive. It 
was an object lesson of much value, and 
it may be necessary to offset it with an- 
other of the same kind. With Omdur- 
man captured and a railway to the coast 
o'. the Ked Sea, the Soudan will become 
both safe and accessible to Europeans. 
Tiie Soudanese African tribes are as a 
rale well disposed towards foreigners, 
and the hostility which they have 
evinced has been almost wholly due to 
the influence of the Arab slave traders. 
From present indications it seems as 
though the work of Britain in Africa 
were only only jus-t begun. 



Hon. Mb. Patterson wlio, as a men- 
ber of the tariH' commission, ought to be 
able to speak with authority, told the 
people of Brantford, Ont., a few days 
ago that there would be " no reactionary 
measure of tariir reform," and tliat tin' 
government would carefully ])rotect the 
manufacturing interests of Canada. 
This will necessitate the issue of an 
expurgated edition of Hansard , and the 
calling in of tho present one, or other- 
wise the ministers and their sup])orters 
may find their whole time taken up in 
explaining away their speeches delivered 
when in the cold shades of opposition. 
Perhaps the ground might be covered 
by a resolution declaring that all the 
denunciations of protection which have 
emanated from tho Liberals during the 
last twenty yeirrs were intended in a 
Pickwickian sense only. 

JIoDESTv is not the distinguishing 
feature of our esteemed contemporitry 
the Inland Sentinel.' It wants three more 

rejjresontatives in the legislature and 
wants them right away. It goes further 
and says how it tliinka this urgent de- 
mand can be complied with, l-lgquimalt 
with its two representatives " is an out- 
rage," says the Sentinel, and these two 
seats " can be handed over to ICoot- 
enay." Then it assures us that " a tliird 
seat can be obtained from the too numer- 
ous seals held by Victoria city and dis- 
trict."

lleasoiis Why the Coast Mines Have 
An Advautag-e Over the 
Iiiterioi' Ones. 



At the Driard is Mr. Joh.n Cobble- 
dick, an lOngliah mining engineer, who 
has just returned from an examination 
of the Shoal Bay mines. Mr. Cojobledick 
has been in the province for a long time 
as the representative of capitalists who 
are desirous of securing reliable infor- 
mation of the province as a field for 
mining investujent. Having had a 
large ccperience in South African and 
Australian mines, Mr. Cobbledick i? 
struck with the difl'erences which Brit- 
ish Columbia presents aa a field 
for mining. Whereas in Australia and 
South Africa the gold ores are free 
milling, in British Columbia the gold is 
to a large extent contained in copper or 
lead, and for that reason ia apt at fii st 
glance to seem not satisfactory to the 
man who is accustomed only to free 
milling ore. 

"But,"' said !Mr. Cobbledick, "the 
real facts of the case are that here, in- 
stead ot the ore having as a matrix 
worthless rock, it is enclosed in copper 
and other valuable minerals that are 
worth a great deal and bring up the 
value of the ore very considerably. This 
ia a point which some of the Fnglish 
people need to have pointed out to them, 
for it is a real advantage and not a draw- 
back." 

Mr. Cobbledick chartered a steam 
launch at the beginning of the year and 
has been busy examining Shoal Bay and 
the other Coast mining districts ever 
since, and as a result had purchased 
several properties. He has bought for 
ca&h the Portage and Bluebird on Salt 
lagoon, and ahso another claim. On 
each of those good clean ore ia available 
for immediate shipment. This ore runs 
in copper, gold and silver, and Mr. Cob- 
bledick auems well satisfied with his pur- 
chases. 

Speaking of mining on the Coast, Mr. 
Cobbledick says the immense advantages 
it has over the interior mining districts 
is the extreme cheapness with which 
shipments can be made. The mines are 
close- to the water and therefore freight 
by sea is very much cheaper than could 
be the case by rail. Mr. Cobbledick re- 
turns in a day or two to Shoal Bay, and 
on his way will visit Texada island.

Something About the Tabooed Pot 
laeli and Its Uontenipor- 
aneoas Festival. 



Nanaimo, Jan. 19— (Special)— Johnnie 
Moon, the Cape Mudge Indian who was 
brought down from Comox last week for 
trial on a charge of taking part in an 
Indian feast at whicli gifts were bestow- 
ed, came up for hearing before Judge 
IlarriBon this' •evening. O.H.. Barker 
appeared for the crown and stated that 
he was instructed on behalf of the At 
torney-General to enter a nolle prose- 
qui, as the depositions contained no 
proof of the potlach having taken place. 
The prisoner was accordingly discharged. 
It appears that the complainant, Kev. 
J. Walker, baa been too hasty in laying 
the information, the arrest having been 
made before any illegal ceremony had 
taken place. 

The proBcution of Johnnie Moon and 
Ilia associates possesses peculiar interest 
as being the first case of the kind under 
the new Dominion statute o.f two years 
ago, by which it was decreed that the 
potlach, ar " gift-feast,'' must loUow its 
contemporaneoua festival, tho " taiuana- 
was," into the list of aboriginal celebra- 
tion proscrilx;d by Canadian law. 
Whether the prohibition would be 
or could be enforced, has from 
the fiist, l>eea a matter of 
very considerable doubt among 
those who best know the native charac- 
ter, for the potlach is the joy and de- 
light of the native Indian's soul, and it 
vrtLB not to be expected that ho would 
relinqaisb its pleasures without a 
struggle. The tanianavas is still prac- 
tised far up North, at the head of the 
rivers, in the interior mountains — any- 
where remote from civilisation and be- 
yond the reach of the officers of the law 
and the missionary. And so doubtless 
it will be with the potlaeh, less bar- 
barous by tar. 

For the benefit of the unenlightened 
ones it may be explained that a jjotlacli 
is just what the w'ord means in the Chi- 
nook jargon— a gift feast— and there is 
little if anythiuK wrong in the potlach 
itself. It is in the attendantceremonies 
thatihe mischief lies— whiekey drink- 
ingJ^ quarrelling and lighting, rovivim: 
the old and barbarous rites of savagre 
days, and too often setting every principle 
of law and order at defiance. The pot- 
latch, too, frequently bankrupts the 
giver, of it, and those who profit by his 
generosity in turn rob themselves of the 
savings of years in order to repay tlie 
compliment and themaclves enjoy the 
distinction of bidding the tribes from 
far and near to their potlatch. 

This potlach, gift-feast, or blanket 
feast, is a social event more than any- 
thing else. Some chief or prominent 
tribesman decides that the time has 
come for him to " potlach " liis friends, 
and after months and sometimes years 
of preparation, he sends his invitations 
to all the tribes that can be reached by 
mail or messenger, bidding them to at- 
tend the celebration as his guests. These 
invitations are always accepted, and by 
canoes and boats, and wagons or afoot, the 
guests arrive, genei ally' several days be- 
fore the festivities are scheduled to com- 
mence — a motley and pictureaqueassem- 
blage, uniform only in the common 
insignia of dirt. Dancing, feasting and 
story telling are side features of the car- 
nival — the main attraction is tlie distri- 
bution of presents by the iiost of the 
occasion, who is supposed to " potlach " 
to his friends the proceeds of his total 
possessions. 

It was a potlach of the good old sort 
that visitors to the tiiiecn's hirtliday 
celebration of ISSIo at Victoria had the 
good luck to svitnesa. Thia potlach was 
given by George Cheetlam, head of the 
Songhees council whose reservation is 
situated right across the harbor from the 
line of busy wharves. The crossing of 
the railway bridge took the white sight- 
seers from the city streets with their 
conatant procession of holiday makers 
and crowded electric cars into 
the ancient aboriginal carnival 
place. There wore upwa.ds of li.OOO 
nativeg in attendance, and fully as many 
whitea honored Chief George with their 
preaence and accepted his gifta as sou- 
venirs of a not-to-be-repeated treat. The 
entire reservation waa occupied by the 
visiting tribes — their tents, their canoes, 
their laboring klootchmen and their 
brown, bright-eyed babies, redolent of 
salmon oil and dirtier than dirt. 

The day before the potlach all the In- 
dians indebted to George Cheetlam paid 
up. One would come bringing a blan- 
ket; another, a horse; a third, some 
small sum of money he had borroweil ; 
and 80 on until all had settled, and 
George waa richer by a conciderable 
amount. 

Ne.xt morning the Indiana were up at 
sunrise and a procession waa formed, 
which proceeded with music to the little 
cemetery overlooking the harl)or. Here 
the Songhees tribesmen wouid point out 
the graves of their friends and relatives 
and dramatically extol their virtues, 
finally laying upon the grave some gift 
in memory of the departed. 

Then the procession returned to the 
reservation ; the council-bouse was clear- 
ed of its litter of years; great logs were 
carried in, and seats were built about, 
leaving the centre of the floor clear and 
smooth, and hard. So great a cere^lony 
demanded much preparation. 

The carnival commenced just aa the 
sun dipped below the horizon of the 
Pacific and the crimson tinge gave way 
to the shades of advancing night. High 
the lirca blazed at tiie four corners, the 
<louble row of silent dusky faces closing 
them in and walling about the dancing 
space. At the end the drummers took 
their places with the callers of the 
dance — they who sing the wonders of 
the chase or battle. 

When all was ready the host of the 
day, painted all red and black with a 
crown of waving feathers, made his ap- 
pearand., The drums- and the rattle- 
sticks filled the air with their harsh 
clamor. Then all was still. The centre 
and object of all the wild commotion 
stood .in the centre of the fantastic coun- 
cil room, picturesque, barbaric. a study 
in muscles and bronze flesh. His man- 
ner satisfied the assembled braves, for 
thev ginnted approvingly. 

Suddenly he sprang into the dancing 



space. The hag sticks clattered gently ; 
the tom-toms rattled softly, aa round 
and round he flew in the dance — crouch- 
ing, springing, leaping, chanting in 
measured tones the story of how the 
Songhees came frorn the great north 
wheire the raven-flies and the white bear 
has his home. His eyies flashed; his 
every limb and muscle played its part in 
the narration. 

Quicker rattled the hag sticks; loud 
boomed the drums ; wilder and faster 
was the measure of the dance. High in 
the air sprang the old chief ; fierce and 
loud ilia song of the battle glories of his 
fathers. The frenzy lilled tko tribe, and 
soon six, eight, a dozen of tlie young 
chiefs were dancing with liim. The 
clima.v came in a last wild rattle of the 
hag sticks, a roar of the drums, as with 
a shriek and a shout the demon-like 
diuicers finished. The old chief sprang 
once again in the air, his open fingers 
pointing to the creat pile of blankets and 
guns and tawdry finery and silver 
money. 

" Potlach !" he cried, then falling ex- 
hausted in his place again. 

"Potlach! Potlach !!" chorused the 
many Indians, and the distribution of 
the gifts commenced, half a dozen will- 
ing pair of hands tumbling the presents 
down from the platform to the up- 
stretchetl hands below. 

The potlaching over for the time, 
000 worth of goods marked George 
Cheetlam's generosity, another chief 
appeared wlio carried in his hand a 
musical instrument resembling a gourd. 
His hair was long and matted; his voice 
shrill and penetrating. Him the native 
audience hailed as the music doctor. As 
he rattled his gourd — dry and hollow 
an<l filled with small pebbles— a curtain 
at the end of the council room parted 
and a tableau group of twenty-five or 
thirty gaily garbed Indians met the 
view. In the forefront were four doc- 
tors," distinguished by their large, 
heavy wooden masks, fantaatically 
carved to represent the animals 
to which their resDective tribes belong. 
The director rattled bis gourd and the 
action commenced— a strange, weird, 
monotonous chant, -which lasted for 
hours, the masks at intervals being 
made to work by means of strings in- 
side, the ellect being startling in the 
e.xtreme. The spectacular possibilities 
of the dance were all made the most of, 
for the Western Indian is nothing if not 
theatric. Thia ceremony was four times 
repeated, and the potlach iirojier was at 
an end. 

The tabooed " tamanawaa," unlike the 
potlach, is a religious festival, many fea- 
tures of which are decidedly savage. It 
has been known to last from October to 
March, and orgies of the most diegusling 
character are introduced— biting the 
arms of spectators, eating, or rather 
tearing to - pieces with tlie teeth 
the vagrant camp dogs or even 
human bodies exhumed for the 
purpose, and dancing until the 
participants fall utterly exhausted. To 
be bulden to such a celebration la es- 
teemed a great honor and invitations are 
much sought after, large (|uautitie8 of 
property being civen to the head taman- 
awas man for admission to the mystical 
rites. These are known iis " medicine 
work" and a very prominent fea- 
ture of savage life. The taman- 
avvas still prevails it ia said 
at Knights Inlet, and among the Kwa- 
kewitha of the north coast of Vancouver 
island. Some time ago an ellbrt was 
made by the authorities to stop these 
two celebrations, as they were consider- 
ed harmful to the Indians, and a clause 
was inserted in the Indian Act which 
made the participation in them a mia- 
demeanor punishable by imprisonment 
for a period of not more than six or less 
than two montha. Persons encouraging 
such festivals or dances were also liable 
to the same penalties. 

CZAK OF ALL TJIE RUSSIAS. 

Contradictory Stories as to His Condition— 
The Ceremony of Blessing; 
the Neva, 

Lo.N-Do.v, Jan. 19. — The Daily Mail'a 
dispatch from Vienna says atartljuE ru- 
mors are current that the Czar and Czar- 
ina are sufiiaring from indications of 
poisoning, bat the only ground seems to 
be that extensive changes have recently 
been made in the kitchen of the Winter 
palace. 

In official circles here and on the con- 
tinent, the greatest importance is at- 
tached to a dispatch from St. Petersburg 
yesterday announcing that Dr. Berg- 
man, an eminent German apecialist, has 
been aummoned to perform an ojiera- 
tion on the Czar to prevent possible cx- 
tension of a slight osseous excrescence, 
which has appeared on hia cranium in 
the Dlac'.e where he waa strucK by a 
Japaneae fanatic in IS'Jl. This, combined 
wuti overwork, has caused the Czar to 
suU'er from vertigo for some time past. 
The fact that such news was allowed to 
be sent abroad shows the gravity of the 
situation. The Czar received iiis wound 
while making a tour of the world with 
Prince George of Greece, who, by knock- 
ing his assailant down, saved hia com- 
panion from further and possibly more 
HRrious injury. 

The St. Petersburg correspondent of 
the Daily Telegraph and other news- 
paper correspondents deny that the Czar 
ia not well, the Vienna correspondent 
of the Daily Telegraph, however, says it 
is no secret that the C/.ar suffers occa- 
sionally from slight nervousness and in- 
somnia, due to overwork. 

Dr. Bergman, the well known German 
specialibt, denies the report that he has 
been summoned to perform an opera- 
tion upon the Czar. 

The Czar on Sunday attended the 
Epiphany parade of the troops at St. 
Petersburg and the ceremony of bleaaing 
the Neva.

A large (piantity of ore is on 
the dump, and the work of taking out 
ore from the mine will be also energetic- 
ally pushed. An assay waa made the 
other day from rock taken from Che re- 
cently discovered ledge on the Alberni 
claim, which cave a return of 70 ounces 
of gold and IG ounces of silver. So soon 
as the property is thoroughly proapected 
the company contemplate placing a 
twenty or forty stamp mill in operation. 

The work of waahing ia going on night 
and day on the Duke of York hydrauhc 
mine, there being an abundance of water 
for thia purpose and the apring-like 
weather permitting washing to be car- 
ried on iiH readily na in midsummer. 

The oi)ening up of the gold, copper 
and ailver claims on Douglaa mountain, 
on the south aide of China creek, is jiro- 
ceeding. There are eoino remarkably 
rich and large depoaits of ore at this 
point, and tlieir development will eatab 
lish eotae line properties. Tlieae claims 
are owned by Nanaimo parties. 

Tlio cabin and abaft house on the 
Quadra company's group has been com- 
pleted and the work of sinking and drift 
ing on the Last Chance claim of this 
company ia under way.

IKSDiEGEKT CUBA. - 

The Whole Native. Pdpulation In Sympathy 
With the Present MovemBnt. 

New York:, Jan. 19.— The World 'yes 
terday published an interview with 
General Ruia Rivera, in a dispatch dated 
" In the field, near San Gayetano, in the 
province of Pinar del Rio." In this in- 
terview General Bivera says: "I do not 
wish to criticize our friends in the United 
States, for I believe them (referring to 
tlie junta) to be patriotic men, and striv- 
ing to do their beat for Cuba, but we 
here in Pinar del Rio have been some- 
what neglected. 

Great reliance was placed upon Gen- 
eral Maceo, our beloved commander, and 
it was thought be could not only defeat 
the enemy in the province, but finally 
make a junction with Ciomez, but 1 
know, and our friends should have 
known also, that four or live or ten thou- 
eand poorly armed men, most of the 
time with out scanty ammunition, could 
not prevail against 50,000 well armed 
and well fed corps. One or two small 
e.'cpoditions have been landed at Corrie- 
ntes Bay, but otherwise for nine months 
we have been depending upon our strat- 
egy and knowledge of the province to 
keep us out of a pitched battle. 

Speaking with reference to cannon, I 
wish it could be communicated to our 
friends in the United States that cannon 
are more in the way of ourselves than 
tlie enemy in this province. In the liiat 
place they are inconvenient to take about, 
over the hills. The cannon we have re- 
presents an outlay of $1,000 or $5,000, 
and yet almost one thousand ritlcs could 
be purchased for that sum. Of course, 
if we were in a ])oaition to assault Ha- 
vana, heavy guna would be a necessity. 
Do we expect to do so soon? No, not 
very soon, but at the end of the winter, 
I liope. There is certainly nothing to be 
gained by making statements which I 
myself do not believe in. 

We are not in need of men at all, 
tiie whole native population being 
with us, and I am coufideut an 
army of 50,000 could be placed in 
Havana i)roviuce before the winter is 
over if we had arms and ammunition. 
Our Cubana are brave and patriotic and 
willing to die foi our republic, but they 
are not crazy enough to face an eiieoiy'a 
bullets with empty bands. Tell the 
American people to give us ten thousand 
rifles aud a supply 6i cartridges, and we 
will whip hell out ot Weyler and his 
trocha before the winter ends."

Are Sbu Alive and Well. 

Murdoch Morrison, J. U. ftfac Iiuica 
and K. Frank, three ])rospectora who 
have been, during three months past, 
immnied within the wilds of Queen 
Charlotte islands, have taraed up safe 
and well, much to the relief of 
all interested in their welfare, 
Sir. Mac Innca arriving in Vic- 
toria by the Barbara Boacowitz at 
midnight hist night. After many hard- 
ships in the inhospitable wilderness he 
and his companions wore rewarded by 
linJinj; a gold quartz ledge tbatproiniaes 
to make theiu all rich men, not fav from 
the old Hudson's Bay Company claim 
on (.Irnhain island. The ore is so easily 
niiueil that over live tons have already 
been got ont and now await trans- 
portation to the city on the 
wharf at Skidegate. Mr. Frank 
remains in charge and Mr. Maclnnes 
has brought down with him numerous 
samples to be assayed and to bear evi- 
dence to the truth of his story. Starting 
out from the Skeena on their prospect 
ing tour three months ago, with the 
yacht Doris, they wore ten days in mak- 
ing the trip across, reaching tiie islands 
that were to be the scene of their hunt 
fur the precious metal after many nar 
ro'-v escapes from drowning. 

'I'liese merely formed a lirst chapter of 
their adventures, with nniiiy to follow 
The discovery of their treasure trove 
came early in their travels, and, ladfii 
■A'ith their sam))lea for a mill test, they 
started back for the Skeena, only to bv 
dri veil out to sea in their fragile little 
vessel. Finally, after three days' bat 
tling witli the gale, they sticceeded in 
making Skidegate, where the ore was 
landed, Frank being left in charge. JIac 
Innes and Murdoch, on re-cni barking, 
were again driven out of their course 
ultimately reaching Dnko island, on the 
Alaskan coast, with their vessel prac- 
tically a wreck. 

Here they secured a Columbia river 
boat in which they started for the point 
that was their original destination, 
catching the Boscowitz in time for the 
down trij). Their relatives and friends 
had all but abandoned hope concerning 
them, for Jiever once iluring their long 
absence had opportunity presented itself 
for commuiucatiiig with those at home.

London, Jan. 19. — Tlio Daily Mail's 
Bombay correspondent eays : In the 
Banda distaict the famine conditionb are 
harrowing. The whole poDulatioa is 
without food and the- people are dying 
in the roads rather than accept govern- 
ment relief. About half au inch of rain 
has fallen from Peshawar to Lahore, 
about half an inch at BilaBpui and in 
the central provinces about a third of 
an inch at Bikanci and light showers 
elsewhere. Prices have fallen very 
slightly in Madras, Bombay, the Punjab 
and Burmah. 

Delegates from the silk and linen in- 
terests of Lyons and Stettin to-day pre- 
sented their view.s to the French iiiin- 
ister for foreign affairs and the ininiHler 
for commerce, relative to the threatened 
increase of the tariff of the United 
States, which they said would imperil 
the great interests which the delegates 
represented. 

An Italian subject named Marani, 
who was secretly shipped to Trebizond, 
and whoso preraptory return to Con- 
stantinople for tritti was demanded by 
the Italian ambassador, with a tineat lii 
send gunboats if the porte did not give 
its written promise of complianeo, has 
been liberated. 

Massowah advices are to the ofl'ect 
that a body of Dervishes, believed to he 
the advance guard of the entire Dervish 
forces, has cutereii the Jvedaref district 
and is moving on .Agordat. The Italian 
government is concentrating all. the 
troops available near Agordat. 

A despatch from Mendosa, Argeatlna, 
to the Chronicle, says a telegram has 
been received there from the Fitzgeralii 
expedition reporting that a Swiss guide, 
/urbriggen, had reached the summit of 
Aconcagua in the Andes, over 24,000 
fee^t above the sea level, after the third 
attempt.

.\ dispatch from Vienna to the Chron- 
icle says: '• Prof, l-'riedrich, ot Fjjbing, 
has notified the N'ienna academv of his 
discovery of a new kind of Roentgen ray 
wiiich will infallibly determine in a sub- 
ject whether death or uatelepsy has in- 
tervened." 

The Chinese Eastern Railroad Com- 
pany, which has been formed by the 
Kusso-Chinese bank, under the terms of 
the treaty between the Chinese govern- 
ment and that bank to construct and 
work the railway from the western fron- 
tier of Hei Lung Chiang to the eastern 
frontier of Kirin, in Manchuria, to con- 
nect w-ith Ijranches of the Siberian rail- 
way, has imported into Uhina, free of 
duty, corn, feed sttif! and railway ma- 
terials.

Til e demand for South American securi- 
ties continues steady. Business in the 
American market was small, but the 
tone was good, except for the Pacific 
railways.

BRITISH POLITICS. 

Sir William Ilarcourfs Criticisms- Balfour's 
Replius— Dillon and Blake in 
Evidence. 

LoNKOx, Jan. 19.— Sir Willian, Vern-^n 
Ilarcourt, in discussing the six^ech from 
the throne to-day, criticized the advance 
of tho Anglo-Egyptian expedition up the 
Nile and asked for an explanation from 
the Government of any plan or jiolicy 
He dwelt upon tho non-success of their 
l)oliey in the Fast, aiul urged that the 
government should frankly co-operate 
wit.b liusaia. He endorsed the report of 
the linancial committee on taxation 
Ireland, and asked for a discussion on it 
before the efltimates were jirepared. 

lit. Hon. Arthur Balfonr, uovernment 
leaiier in the Ilouea of Commons, said 
he hoped that though it was limited to a 
period of five years the Anglo-American 
arbitration treaty would be a perpetual 
guarantee of peace between the two 
nations. In view of the aflinity of the 
two races he felt some confidence that 
the sure fonndationsof a lasting peace had 
been made. He admitted that the situa- 
tion in Egypt had caused great anxiety 
to both Bri tialt and foreign dii)lomats, 
but he denied that it was the eause of 
the increased British armament. Re- 
garding the govermnenl's view- of the 
Irish linancial commission, lie admitted 
that it Vfaa guilty of omission. There 
was a large class of facts which should 
bo investigated, and the government 
proposed, ho said, to take steps to com- 
plete this investigation. 

In reply to Mr. Dillon, Mr. Balfour 
agreed to give a separate opportunity 
for the discussion of the commission's 
report, whereupon Mr. Blake, member 
for the South division of Longford, inti- 
mated that ho would not move an amend- 
ment to the address. 

Parliament thereupon adjourned. 

The Prince of Wales, Duke of Cam- 
bridge and an unusual gathering of peer- 
esses, including the Duchess of Marl- 
borough, listened to the debate in tho 
Mo'ase of J^orda yesterday. 

The Times expresses the belief that 
the Royal CommiBsion will pursue its 
inquir}' into the financial relations of 
Ireland. 

With the exception of the Daily News, 
the Liberal organ, the newspapers al) 
admit that Mr. Balfour's announcement 
in the House of Commons yesterday that 
a separate occasion would bo given for 
the discussion of the Irish linancial com- 
missions retJortand that the government 
propo.sed to complete the investigation, 
will considerably shorten the debate on 
tho nild ress.

The action for divorce brought against 
the Princess de Chimny of ened at Char- 
leroi to-day in camera. The Prince 
de Chiinay w-as in atlendan(;e, ac- 
companied hyhis cousin. Prince Joseph. 
Tlie decision will be rendered in a fort- 
night, but according to tho general 
oi)iiiion it is lielieved the court will 
grant an absolute divorce without any 
testimony. 

A corret-])oiideiit of the .Associated 
Press, who has begun a tour of the 
famine districts of India, telegraphs 
from Sntara, south of Poona, an impor- 
tant section of Deccan, having an area 
of -1,S,UOO square miles and inhabited by 
1, '-'50, 000 persons, saying that the famine 
is less severe there than in other 
parts of the Deccan. The firs'o relief 
eanip was established nt Kahsil, on the 
Poona Bangloro road, in the middle of 
Xoveiiiher, and there are now live 
cai!i[).s in the vicinity. The correspon- 
dent did not notice any distressing 
Hceiiea among the people, w-ho w-ere not 
emaciated, nor were any of them dying 
by the roadside, and .the situation in 
that district is taken, on the whole, to be 
satisfactory.
